English Language Learners 
initiative finds success

WILMINGTON — At the 
Wilmington School Commit- 
tee meeting on Sept. 27, Sue 
MacDonald addressed the 
committee regarding the 
English Language Learners 
(ELL) program in the Wil- 
mington Public Schools. 
* AS-it stands currently, the 
district offers a fall course 
in Sheltered English Immer- 
sion.« (SEI) Endorsement 
certification for teachers, 
and*-a spring course for 
administrators. The avail- 
ability of this course within 
the district is a resource for 
whieh former Superinten- 
dent: Joanne Benton had 
eén_an outspoken advocate. 
* The current SEI course 
participants include 21 Wil- 
mington teachers, and 12 
out-Ofdistrict teachers who 

ayzfor the course out of 
eee MacDonald asserted 
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that teachers and adminis- 
trators both within and out- 
side of the district reach out 
to her nearly daily to ex- 
press interest in this pro- 
gram, which is a time-inten- 
sive, graduate level course. 

According to MacDonald, 
70 percent of core academic 
teachers in Wilmington are 
currently SEI certified. 

The importance of the 
presence of this course was 
underscored by student sta- 
tistics within the Wilming- 
ton Public Schools, Current- 
ly, there are 34 ELL students 
testing ‘in kindergarten. The 
language with the highest 
number of student speakers 
is Spanish, though there is 
an enormous variety of lan- 
guages represented beyond 
that. 

In the words of Vice Chair- 
woman Julie Broussard, “... 
our little Wilmington is 
more diverse than we think 
it is!”

Special Olympics program 
thriving in Wilmington

WILMINGTON — The 
Sept. 27 meeting of the 
Wilmington School Com- 
mittee featured a presenta- 
tion about the Wilmington 
Special Olympics program, 
conducted by Diana Hill. 

. This presentation was 
spearheaded by the request 
that the program be made 
an annual event. 

Hill explained that it is the 
inclusivity and intimacy of 
the Wilmington model that 
makes it so special. She 

' drew a comparison between 


the Lawrence School Day 
Games and the Wilmington 
School Day Games. The 
Lawrence program is open 
to middle and high school 
students and does not in- 
clude mainstream peers, 
while the Wilmington pro- 
gram is open to all ages 
from kindergartener to age 
22, and allows participants 
to partner up with a main- 
stream peer. 

Additionally, the Wilmington 
program relies upon student 
volunteers who take owner- 
ship of each station, assist 
with set up and break down, 
and cheer for participants. 


According to Hill, the to- 
tal expenses for the Special 
Olympics were $2,169. The 
program is funded entirely 
by donations, and raised 
money goes directly to the 
Special Olympics. 

The committee’s reaction 
to the presentation was 
warm, with Vice Chairwo- 
man Julie Broussard saying 
that she was happy to see 
several student volunteers 
in attendance at the meet- 
ing, and lauded what she 
called an “...awesome expe- 
rience for all those kids.” 

Committee member Mary 
Jane Byrnes further posed 


that a solution be found for 
the inclusion of Wilmington 
students with an out-of-dis- 
trict school placement. ~ 
At the conclusion of the 
presentation and discus- 
sion, interim Superinten- 
dent of Schools Paul Rug- 
giero read a letter to the 
Wilmington Public Schools 
from the Special Olympics 
headquarters. The letter — 
recognized Wilmington 
High School as a Registered 
Unified Champion School, 
and celebrated its promo- 
tion of “...acceptance, re- 
spect, and human dignity 
for all students.” 


Global withdraws plans for gas station.

WILMINGTON — Global 
Partners has officially with- 
drawn their plans to build a 
gas station by the intersec- 
tion of West Street and 
Lowell Street in Wilmington 
with a statement sent at the 
end of last week. 
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The company first made 
their proposal on July 15 to 
the planning board, where 
many residents spoke 
against the project, despite 
the assurance from Global 
representatives that this gas 
station would not be a truck 
stop or a fast-food restau- 
rant. 

Town Manager Jeff Hull 


shared that the main con- 
cern of residents that he 
noted from this meeting was 
for the influx of traffic at 
this location, which already 
has a Mobil on the Run. 
Hull included that Global’s 
attorney in this case sent a 
notice to each of the three 
boards that they presented 
their proposal to, and the 


Planning Board then ndti- 
fied the Town Manager’s 
Office of their withdrawal. 
This will be the end of their 
working on this area -for 
development, and the Global 
office declined to share 
more than their official 
statement.

The ghost of Mrs. Brewster Nichols

Do-you believe in ghosts? If 
someone told you their 
house was haunted, what 
would you think? What if 
othérs people who had lived 
in {Hat house agreed? 

shouses are sometimes 
said*to be haunted. But what 
gives’ rise to such a story? 
There could be a chill, a 
sound, a movement. Is just 
imagination? 

Or-could it be just the spir- 
it offone who lived there — a 
reminder of one’s being, liv- 
ing in the consciousness of 
another person or persons? 
Or. could it be a soul, possi- 
bly 4rapped by an unfortu- 
nate event, unable to cross 
over into the hereafter. 

Or are they the stuff of sto- 
rytellers, who use ghost sto- 
ries to entertain youngsters 
around a camp fire? The 
late Dr. Dudley Buck told the 
absqlute best ghost stories. 

There are very few ghost 
stories in Wilmington. One is. 
found, in a poem written by 
Philij Buzzell and published 
in his book, Stratton Pond 
and. other verses. Mr. Buzzell 
(1892- 1978) was Wilmington’s 
town. counsel, moderator and 
a; library trustee for many 
years: He began writing 
poetry in college, and wrote 
throughout his lifetime. He 
published his collection of 
poems in 1971. Many of the 
poems relate to Wilmington 
subjects, and it takes some 
detective work to fully un- 
derstand the connections. 

The poem with the ghost 


WAS .. written as a birthday ~ 


greeting to a friend, Mrs. 
Grace Curl. She and her 
hushand Mervin lived in an 
old. Colonial house on An- 
doyer Street near the Wil- 
mington Highway Dept. The 
Curls lived there from the 
1920’s into the 1950’s. 


For Grace’s Birthday, 1949 
Not. long since, in a certain 


year of Grace, 

She met a lady spectre, 
face to face. 

The lady was a chatty wisp 
of fog, 


’ Who straightaway launched 


a breezy monologue. 

"Sorry I've caused you all 
those chills and prickles— 

I am the ghost of Mrs. 
Brewster Nichols. 

You see it was no mouse in 
the partition, 


For I'm a quite authentic’ 


apparition. 

Now by and large I am a 
kindly spectre, 

And please believe I do not 
mean to hector; 

But every time I come on 
my release 

I'll rub my finger on the 
mantelpiece!" 

This dreadful warning 
uttered, she was gone, 

And left poor Grace all 
trembling, pale and wan. 

Since then she scrubs o'er 
window frame and door, 

And keeps things even 
cleaner than before. 

But Mervin says t'aint 
worth a nervous spasm 

To satisfy a swirl of ecto- 
plasm. 

However that may be, we 
lift the bay 

And crown her with it on 
her natal day,* 

*Gently, of course. 


The house is shown on one 
historical map as a Harnden 
house, built in 1781. In the 
mid-to-late 1800’s, it was the 
home of Henry Brewster 
Nichols and Phebe (Damon) 


. Nichols. 


Mrs. Brewster Nichols, 
Phebe (Damon) died on Oct. 
13, 1891 at age 64. Neither 
her birth nor their marriage 
is recorded in the Wilming- 
ton vital records. 

Henry Brewster Nichols 
was the son of Charles and 
Sally (Buck) Nichols, born 
Nov. 17, 1826. He was a 
brother to Samuel Buck 
Nichols, who established the 


Nichols Funeral Home. 
Strangely enough, Mrs. S.B. 
Nichols was also named 
Phebe. Her picture appears 
in Paul Chalifour’s book. 
However, she was a Carter, 
and Mrs. Brewster Nichols 
was a Damon. 

On an 1856 map, the house 
is identified as that of Mrs. 
S. Nichols, probably Sally. 
Charles Nichols died in 1847. 
Sally Nichols died on Aug: 1, 
1855. On an 1875 map, the 
house is listed as H. B. 
Nichols. 

Wilmington vital records 
list only one child, Eugene 
Brewster Nichols, born on 
June 19, 1859. He died in 1871, 
just shy of his 12th birthday. 

The ghost is apparently 
concerned for the house. A 
former resident said that 
whenever she started to do 
anything to the house, she 
would get a chill feeling. 

One woman who lived 
there as a child, when asked 
if she ever felt there was a 
ghost there, immediately 
responded, “Oh God, yes!” 

She said that she could hear 
two women talking, always 
nicely. And there was nobody 
close enough that the voices 
could have come from. She 
said sometimes the voices 
seemed to come from a space 
behind the fireplace. 

These descriptions came 
from people who lived in the 
same house some 50 years 
after Grace and Mervin 
Curl. Mervin taught college 
level writing in Chicago and 
published a textbook on ex- 
pository writing before mov- 
ing to Wilmington about 
1920. While in Wilmington, 
he was a feature writer for 
the old Boston Herald and 
the Boston Transcript. He 
was the first newspaper re- 
porter to climb Mt. Katah- 
din, and he also wrote about 
the Shakers. If he wrote any- 
thing about the spirit in his 
house, that story has be- 
come as elusive as a ghost.

Support bipartisan bill 
to ban “bump stocks 


Dear editor, 

After the recent events in 
Las Vegas, the worst mass 
shooting in American histo- 
ry, it’s time to finally take 
action on gun violence. 
We’ve had a moment of 
silence, we’ve had reflec- 
tion, now is the time to act. 
This issue is political, be- 
cause it’s folks in Wash- 
ington who can fix it. 

Congressman Seth Moul- 
ton, along with Congress- 
man Carlos Curbelo (R-FL), 
are. leading a perfectly bi- 
partisan effort to introduce 
legislation to ban the manu- 
facture, sale, and use of 
“bump stocks.” 

The members hope to in- 
troduce and move legislation 
as quickly as_ possible. 


“Bump stocks” are devices 
that use a semi-automatic 
weapon’s recoil to allow it to 
fire at a rate mirroring that 
of a fully automatic weapon 
— 400 to 800 rounds a 
minute. These weapons are 
legal, unregulated, widely 
available, and can be pur- 
chased online for as little as 
$100. Their sole purpose is to 
exacerbate the rate of fire. 

Please support Congress- 
man Moulton and Congress- 
man Curbelo on this com- 
mon-sense bill.

treme risk and certain and 
imminent danger to life or 
limb. 

The police officer’s actions 
are performed in the course 
of a dangerous incident to 
protect or save the life of a 
colleague or citizen, in self- 
less disregard for the offi- 
cer’s own safety and often 
result in great cost to the 
officer, including loss of life. 
Medal of Honor recipients 
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should display exceptional 
levels of professionalism, 
competence, leadership, and 
clear thinking during a dan- 
gerous incident while on or 
off duty. 

The officer’s actions must 
be so outstanding that they 
clearly distinguish heroism 
from lesser forms of brav- 
ery. 

The award may be made to 
an officer who has lost his 
or her life in the line of duty 
under conditions in which 
the officer displayed profes- 
sional law enforcement 
actions and duties consis- 
tent with good police prac- 
tices. 

This year, there are eight 
recipients of the Medal of 
Honor, represented by the 
Auburn Police Department 
(Posthumously), Boston Po- 
lice Department and the 
Massachusetts State Police. 


MEDAL OF VALOR - The 
second highest award is 
given to a police officer who 
demonstrates actions above 
and beyond the call of duty, 
exhibiting valor, courage 
and bravery while disre- 
garding the potential for 
danger or great risk to him 
or herself and whose actions 
do not rise to the level of 
Medal of Honor, during the 
course of an individual inci- 
dent.

Early on the morning of 
Sunday, May 22, 2016, 
Auburn Police Officer and 
Tewksbury resident Ronald 
Tarantino was killed by gun- 
fire while conducting a 
motor vehicle traffic stop. 
The investigation by State 
Police and Auburn Police 
identified the suspect in 
Officer Tarantino’s homi- 
cide as a known violent 
felon.

the STOP Team — was acti- 
vated as the investigation 
continued throughout the 
day. That afternoon, the 
STOP Team moved into tac- 
tical positions around a resi- 
dence in Oxford where the 
suspect was believed to be 
hiding. 

The STOP Team entered 
the house, part of a duplex, 
and began a room-by-room 
search for the suspect, 
making use of the team’s 
robots and a State Police K- 
9 unit. After clearing one 
side of the duplex, team 
members located a. fairly 
large opening in the base- 
ment wall. With the home- 
owners of the adjacent resi- 
dence already out of their 
house, the team made a tac- 
tical entry into the adjoin- 
ing home. 

STOP Team Trooper Al- 
bert J. Kardoos; and Ser- 
geants Michael Baker and 
Scott McDonald entered a 
bedroom with a closed door 
that presumably led to a 
closet. As they opened the 
closet door, a hand holding 
a gun thrust out from 
behind clothing and opened 
fire; simultaneously, a pit 
bull charged out of the clos- 
et, past the troopers, dowh 
the stairs and out of the 
house. In defense of their 
lives, the troopers returned 
fire and neutralized the 
threat.

WILMINGTON — Just in 
time for Veterans Day, Wil- 
mington’s Two Men and a 
Truck ® is launching their 
fall donation campaign. 
They’ve hosted Movers for 
Military for the past six 
years out of their Wilming- 
ton office, collecting nearly 
20,000 donations last year. 

All of the donations re- 
ceived over the next month 
at participating locations in 
and around Wilmington will 
go to the New England Cen- 
ter and Home for Veterans 
in Boston. This year, the 
items that they are looking 
for the most are t-shirts, leg- 
gings, underwear, bathroom 
towels, twin sheets, toilet 
paper, paper towels, pillows, 
body wash, q-tips, and deter- 
gent. 

Two Men’s Nicole Stern in- 
sists that theses needs are 
constantly changing and 
exactly as reported from the 
center. 


Places to bring donations 
in Wilmington, besides the 
Two Men and a Truck ® 
office, include the Woburn 
Street School, Wilmington 
Orthodontics, The Crafting 
Closet, InLine Mechanical, 
and the Wilmington-Tewks- 
bury Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

“T sent our boxes out in the 
beginning of October,” Stern 
said. “We donate the items 
right before Veterans Day.” 

Their campaign launched 
on Oct. 3, and it ends in the 
beginning of November so 
that they can meet these 
veterans’ needs before the 
holiday. 

In a statement from their 
office, this moving company 
stated that at any moment 
there are 1.5 million veter- 
ans at risk for homelessness 
and 131,000 veterans actually 
homeless. They cite the Na- 
tional Coalition for Home- 
less Veterans to say that vet- 
erans make up one third of 
the homeless population of 
adults.

‘WILMINGTON - For years 
and: years and_ years, 
Wilmington Little League 
has been blessed by tremen- 
deus leadership from its var- 
ious: league presidents, who 
volunteer countless number 
ofihours for the greater good 
ofithe children of this town.

“After joining the board, I 
quickly realized all the time 
and effort that goes into 
ensuring a well-run pro- 
gram. None of that would be 
possible without the mem- 
bers of the board or most 
importantly the guidance 
and leadership of the 
President a position Rick 
took very seriously. 

“From my first night as a 
member, it was very appar- 
ent-the type of leader Rick 
was.

Each year 
there are new and exciting 
chailenges that are present- 
éd to. the President and I am 
sure this year will be no dif- 
ferent.” 
‘Balter will replace Rick 
lill; who elected not to seek 
re-election for the position 
he “has held since 2011. 
Balter now follows Jeanne 
ree (1979-82), Al Reidy 

83-784), Bob Surran (‘85- 
ey Gary Roberts (‘94-’96), 


Scott Wynn (‘97-’98), Jim 
Buck (‘99-2005), Frank 
Dell’Pelle (2006-08), Joe 


Mullens (‘09-710) and Hill. 
"While he has some big 
shoes to fill, I think Jaret is 


a great choice to be the 
league's next president,” 
said the league’s Vice 
President Brian Kane. 
“Jaret has stepped up and 
helped the league with con- 
cessions, fundraising and 
sponsorships, the past few 
years. He always looks at 
things objectively and is 
very level headed. I think 
he'll do a great job and I'll 
help him any way I can." 

Balter began his involve- 
ment in WLL back in 2011 
when he son Ayden was six 
years old. 

“This was not only a way 
for me to spend time with 
my son but it also allowed 
me to give back by donating 
a little bit of my time to help 
kids learn about a sport I 
have always loved, base- 
ball,” he said. “I think it was 
my natural curiosity that led 
me to apply to join the board 
in the Fall of 2015. I wanted 
to see the inner workings of 
the organization and see if I 
could in some way con- 
tribute. 

“T have held various posi- 
tions over the past two 
years: Snack Shack 
Coordinator, Fund Raising 
Chair, Uniform Committee 
and Safety Officer. While I 
did not work every job I got 
a fairly good idea from the 
meetings and speaking with 
others board members, both 
past and present, about the 
time, effort and work each 
member put in to make sure 
those who participated in 
Little League had the best 
experience possible.” 

Balter realizes that he has 
very big shoes to fill, taking 
over the resigns for Rick 
Hill, who served for seven 
years form 2010-'17. While 
the new president wants to 
make sure the table stays 
upright, he was asked about 
any new ideas he will bring 


to it. 

“There are two short term 
goals I have set out for 
myself for year one,” he 
said. “The first goal is to 
grow the participation on 
the board especially softball 
parents. The board governs 
both baseball and softball 
and we want to make sure 
we have good perspective on 
both. While we do have 
members who either have or 
had children in the softball 
program we are always look- 
ing for folks who want to vol- 
unteer their time and bring 
fresh new ideas. 

“The second goal I want to 
tackle is to try and under- 
stand the decline in enroll- 
ment over the years and sta- 
bilize our numbers. I believe 
that starts with the youngest 
kids in the program and this 
is true of both our baseball 
softball program. It is the 
experiences these young 
kids have that either develop 
their love for the game or 
drive them to other sports. 

“The board is made up of 
members who have varying 
experiences within base- 
ball/softball, from little 
league coach to major 
league scout. I want to solic- 
it their experiences and 
ideas to help formulate a 
plan to make this a game 
kids want to play again. 

“T expect this position to be 
one of the most rewarding 
and most challenging activi- 
ties of my adult life. I under- 
stand there will be a little bit 
of a learning curve over the 
next few months but I will 
leverage the experience of 
the most tenured board 
members as I come up to 
speed.” 

Balter was born in New 
York but moved around 
quite a bit between Texas, 
the Bahamas and then to 
Manalapan, New Jersey 


and we’ve tried to be proac- 
tive in creating an atmos- 
phere that’s fun and also 
encourages skill advance- 
ment and competition. 
We’ve developed in season 
and off-season skills clinics 
to work on pitching, fielding 
and hitting. Last winter we 
started our winter workout 
program for Majors players, 
and this fall we brought 
back our softball clinic on 
Saturday night at Town 
Park. 

“In both baseball and soft- 
ball we’ve introduced inter- 
town play. It’s still in its 
infancy for softball - we 
joined forces with Billerica 
and Tewksbury last season- 
and from reports we’ve 
received at recent board 
meetings it was a great suc- 
cess. 

“We started the Middlesex 
Big Diamond League 
(MBDL) with North 
Reading in early 2012, even- 
tually adding Lynnfield, 
Stoneham, Woburn and 
Wakefield for players 13-16 
in Junior and Senior League. 
Between the six towns there 
were 25 Junior teams and 11 
Senior teams playing base- 
ball last spring. Last season 
we started to integrate 
Majors teams with great 
success, and we expect to 
expand in 2018. 

“I’m proud to have been 
able to play an integral part 
in the beginnings of the 
MBDL, and to see what it 
has become and has the 
potential to be in the future.” 

For the past seven years, 
Hill has worked closely with 
Brian Kane, the league’s 
Vice President. Kane said 
that Hill accomplished a 
great deal during his tenure. 

"Rick did a great job as 
president for the past seven 
years,” said Kane. “Under 
his seven years of leader- 
ship, the league continued 
many league traditions such 
as well as creating a lot of 
new ones, as well. We built 
new dugouts at Rotary Park, 
which were badly needed. 
The league has started a 


scholarship program to for- ° 


mer baseball and softball 
players and has given out 
scholarships to graduating 
seniors for the past six 
years." 

"T think Rick's greatest 
accomplishment is partner- 
ing with North Reading to 
create the MBDL. Junior 


and Senior League Baseball 
was struggling in both 
towns. We partnered with 
North Reading in 2012 to 
play intertown games. The 
league has now expanded to 
include Woburn, Stoneham, 
Lynnfield, and Wakefield. 
It's created a better atmos- 
phere for games for 13-16- 
year-olds. 

“This past season inter- 
town games at the major 
league level were played, as 
well. This league has 
become an example for 
other leagues within the 
state." 

Certainly there were plenty 
of on the field highlights for 
Hill during the seven years, 
but to him there's nothing 
like kicking off a new season 
every April with the long 
lasting Opening Day Parade. 

“Reflecting back on the 
past seven years, I’ll fondly 
remember how the commu- 
nity comes together in April 
to celebrate Opening Day,” 
he said. “The cooperation 
from Town Hall, from the 
Town Manager to the 
Selectmen, the Veteran’s 
Agent to the Recreation 
Department, the Wilmington 
Police and Fire 
Departments, the DPW - 
everyone supports us and 
works with us to make sure 
the event goes off without 
any issues. 

“Representative (Jim) 
Miceli has honored us with a 
proclamation every year, 
and we look forward to his 
participation in our celebra- 
tion. The Wilmington 
Kiwanis have been there for 
us every year, along with the 
Wilmington Minutemen. 
We’ve also been honored to 
have an opportunity to rec- 
ognize our local veterans, 
some who have played in 
Wilmington Little League. 
Preparation for the event is 
stressful at times, but every 
year when it’s over, the sat- 
isfaction and pride that 
comes from being part of 
each of these Opening Day 
ceremonies is just over- 
whelming. 

“J have truly appreciated 
the efforts of everyone 
involved, and I know that 
Wilmington Little League 
will continue to have the 
support of the community 
moving forward.”

Football team rallies from 14-0 deficit 


Roberts and company shuts down 
Watertown for fourth victory

, WATERTOWN - On the stat 
sheet, you basically circle 
three kids every week - run- 
hing back John Kenney, 
quarterback Graham Smith 
and receiver/defensive end 
Tyler Roberts as the lead- 
ers. As good and as special 
as, those three players are 
and have been, the success 
of the Wilmington High 
School Football team is cer- 
tainly a collective effort 
ineluding many unheralded 
players. 
‘On Friday -night, trailing 
14-0, the Wildcats could have 
easily packed up and gone 
home thinking their early 
séason success was just a 
whim. Instead, the ‘Cats re- 
packed their lunch, strapped 
on the helmets and went to 
werk. Wilmington rallied 
back to come away with a 
huge 32-17 road victory 
against a 3-1 Watertown 
squad played at Victory 
Field. 
-Wilmington is now 41 on 
fhe. season and have all but 
guaranteed themselves a 
spot in the playoffs come 
three weeks from now. 
‘The Big Three had huge, 
huge performances. Kenney 
rushed for 156 yards, scored 
three touchdowns, added a 
eonversion rush and had a 
key interception defensively. 
He now has 730 rushing 
yards and 10 touchdowns in 
five games and leads all of 
Eastern Mass Division 4 in 
Scoring. 
“Smith played his best game 
in ‘a Wildcat uniform. He 
completed 4-of-9 passes with 
one TD pass (a second one 
was called back) and also 
rushed for 48 yards includ- 
ing converting three first 
downs. 
“Then there’s Roberts. He 
didn’t have a reception, but 
caught two conversion pass- 
es:He had just ten yards on 
four carries offensively. But 
defensively, he was the dif- 
ference in the game. He nor- 
mally lines up as a defensive 
end - after originally being 
a linebacker - and had the 
chore of lining up as a cor- 
nerback defending the 
Jeague’s best receiver John 
Korte, who early on was 
scorching the ‘Cats defense. 
Roberts then defended him 
and all but shut him down in 
the second half. 
“Besides the Big Three, 
there’s kids like Justin 
Fraser, who had two huge 
runs on reverses and several 
solid receptions. 
- There’s Mike DeLucia, 
who was playing basically 
on one leg with an ankle 
rain. 
“Then there’s the entire 
defense, which had given up 
160 first half yards to give up 
just 20 before Watertown’s 
final drive with 80 yards ina 
prevent scheme. Taking part 
in most of the snaps on 
defense included Dean 
Nally, Paxton Cook, Dylan 
Bresnahan, Kyle Kenyon, 
Jason Vallee, Peter Marino, 
Patrick Carroll, Marken 


Nerestant, Fraser, Kenney 
and Roberts. 

“Tm just very proud of the 
kids,” said head coach Craig 
Turner. “We have bronchitis 
going through the entire 
team so we are sick, we are 
banged up and to come here, 
a tough place to play, trail 
14-0 and to gut it out and win 
is a credit to the kids.” 

Indeed it is. The Wildcats 
simply dominated the Red 
Raiders in the second half 
and totally wore them down. 

Watertown had a 14-0 lead 
early on with Korte making 
seven catches for 80 yards in 
the first half. 

“T think we did a really 
good job of understanding 
what they were trying to do 
so we were able to change 
what we were doing defen- 
sively on -the fly,” said 
Turner. “They weren’t doing 
anything crazy against us 
but we just had to change 
some things up. 

“We challenged Tyler and 
said you are going to be cov- 
ering (Korte) all game long. 
Earlier in the game, 
(Roberts) was trying to do 
too much (and then he set- 
tled down). That’s what we 
ask everyone to do, play 
team defense. The defense 
did a great job in the second 
half. We needed to get stops 
and we got them.” 

Trailing 14-0, Wilmington 
responded after the second 
score with an 8-play, 80-yard 
drive. Fraser caught a huge 
42-yard pass and then five 
plays later Kenney scored 
on a 21-yard run up the gut. 
He scored on the conversion 
making it 14-8. 

Watertown closed out the 
half on a long offensive 
series which concluded with 
a booming 39-yard field goal 
by Conor Kennelly. 

Wilmington opened the 
third quarter with a three- 
and-out but two scrimmage 
plays later Kenyon turned 
the game all around when 
he recovered a fumble on a 
lateral pass on first-and-ten. 
He recovered the ball 16 
yards behind the line of 
scrimmage at the 
Watertown 27. On the first 
play, the ‘Cats thought they 
had a touchdown with Smith 
hooking up with Roberts for 
a 27-yarder but somehow it 
was ruled incomplete. 

The next play, Kenney took 
the ball and bounced off sev- 
eral defenders. He was being 
dragged down by his jersey 
and despite never hitting the 
ground, the whistle blew 
negating another big play. 
Two terrible calls against 
the ‘Cats. 

Anyway, three plays later, 
Smith connected with Tom 
Robarge on a perfectly exe- 
cuted 17-yard slant pass. 
Smith rushed in the conver- 
sion and Wilmington trailed 
by a point with 6:41 left in 
the third. 

“I thought Graham had a 
fabulous game tonight,” said 
Turner. “It was by far his 
best game of the season. He 
was throwing the ball right 
on target. He had a couple of 
dropped passes early on, but 


I thought he threw the ball 
much better. I thought he 
had a phenomenal game. 

“We worked so hard all 
week in practice on throw- 
ing the ball. We know that 
we have to throw the ball 
and he was much, much bet- 
ter tonight.” 

Wilmington’s defense held 
Watertown to a three-and- 
out and then took over on its 
own 13. From there the ‘Cats 
marched right down the 
field with a 9-play, 87-yard 
drive. Smith had a huge 25- 
yard gain coming on third- 
and-16 and two plays later 
Fraser added 37 yards on a 
reverse. 

“We have been talking 
about getting Fraser more 
involved in our offense but 
we just haven’t been able to 
get -him- the ball,” said 
Turner. “We have made a 
conservative effort to get 
him the ball. He’s a dynamic 
player and we think he is 
probably our second best 
offensive player. Between 
him and Tyler it’s a toss-up. 
You saw last week when 
Justin had that big kick 
return just what he can do 
with the football in his 
hands.” 

Two plays after Fraser’s 
37-yard gain, Kenney scored 
on an 8-yard option run. 
Smith then tossed a pass to 
Roberts for the conversion 
making it 24-17 with 26 sec- 
onds left in the third. 

Wilmington thought they 
got the ball back on the next 
play as Roberts intercepted 
a pass but was called for 
defensive pass interference. 
That gave Watertown the 
ball back and four plays 
later, they gave it back to 
Wilmington as Kenney inter- 
cepted a pass at the ‘Cats 4 
yard line. 

Wilmington then took over 
on downs with 9:17 left in the 
fourth and put the game 
away as Kenney scored on a 
5-yard run to cap a 13-play, 
96-yard drive, which took up 
7:24 on the clock. The ‘Cats 
managed four first downs 
with fantastic overall efforts 
from the offensive line. 

“They gave us a defense 
that we weren’t ready for 
and that’s going to start to 
happen now since we have 
been successful,” _ said 
Turner. “Once we got going 
and improved on some stuff, 
we felt really comfortable 
(with how the offensive line 
was playing).” 

Guard Mike DeLucia 
deserves a lot of credit for 
his gutty performance. 

“He’s unreal, just unreal,” 
said Turner. “In the second 
half, (Offensive Line) Coach 
(Bob) Donoghue comes up 
to me and says ‘we need 
someone else ready at 
(offensive) guard because 
DeLucia is on one leg’. I 
went up to Mike and said 
‘hey how are you doing?’ 
and he said ‘Coach, I’m not 
coming out, and I said ‘good 
because I wasn’t planning 


._ on taking you out’. 


“Mike rolled his ankle so 
he played through a high 
ankle sprain. I tell you the 


toughness of these kids from 
week one to now is just so 
different. These kids like 
being in this program, they 
like the success and they are 
hungry for it. For us to have 
to carry kids off the field I 
think says something about 
the culture we have here.” 


That last TD sealed the 


win and should seal a play- 
off appearance for the ‘Cats, 
even with two league games 
left with Burlington and 
Stoneham. 

“T would think four wins 
would get us in and that was 
our goal all along to get into 
the playoffs,” said Turner. 
“It’s a very busy time of the 
season because you are fig- 
uring things out, you are 
making phone calls to get 
film on every team you 
could face. We are at the 
point of the season with how 
things may shape up and the 
few teams you could see so 
you try to plan the best you 
can.” 

Wilmington will host 
Burlington on Friday night, 
before ending the regular 
season with a trip to 
Stoneham a week from 
Friday. After that will be the 
Division 4 Northeast play- 
offs.

Wilmington High Football 
is back on the map 


record for the first time 
since the 11-0 season back in 
2004. 

Certainly we are getting 
ourselves talking about play- 
offs with two games left on 
the schedule. But the point 
to all of this is Wilmington 
High School Football is 
back. It's back on the map. 
This past Friday night, the 
exclamation point was put 
on with the exciting 32-17 
come from behind victory 
over a_ gritty, tough 
Watertown team. The win 
improved the Wildcats to the 
4-1 mark which ties the four 
wins the 2014 and '15 teams 


- won throughout the entire 


seasons. Two more wins this 
season will tie the previously 
best record of 6-4 coming in 
2011. 

Just eight days after losing 
its first game of the season 
against division leader 
Melrose, Wilmington was in 
a 140 hole against 
Watertown. The team could 
have easily folded - a road 
game against a team that 
featured the best wide 
receiver in the league could 
have been enough to pack up 
and head home. 

That didn't happen. 

The 'Cats trailed 17-8 at 
halftime and totally domi- 
nated the Red Raiders in the 
second half. From the open- 
ing play of the third quarter 
until 1:53 left in the fourth, 
the Wildcats held a 216-20 
advantage in total yards, 
scored three touchdowns 
and completely shut down 
the .best receiver in the 
league. 

Certainly all of that was 
very impressive - road win, 
come from behind win, the 
defense shutting the door 
down. 

What's more impressive is 
how the 'Cats did all of that. 
The Wildcats had some 
obstacles to overcome

Mike DeLucia spill his guts 
on.one leg (suffering a high 
ankle sprain), and trying to

that ignited everything. The

Talk about adjust- 
ments! 

Roberts was tremendous 
on defense. He became 
extremely physical with 
Korte from the get-go and 
that didn't stop until the 
final whistle. That was the 
biggest key of shutting him 
down. It was the biggest rea- 
son why the Wildcats went 
on to win. 

Before the season started, 
Roberts and company were 
never given a fair shot of 
being successful. Neither 
was Turner, truth to be told. 

Through five games this 
season it has all worked.

Oberg shines in MLB Playoff debut:

PHOENIX, ARIZONA - 
The last and only other time 
a, resident from the Town 
Crier readership 
(Wilmington or Tewksbury) 
participated in a Major 
League Baseball playoff 
game was back in October 
of, 1993 when Jason Bere 
toed the rubber for the 
Chicago White Sox against 
the Toronto Blue Jays. On 
that day, Scott Oberg was 
three-and-a-half years old 
living in Texas and never 
heard of Tewksbury, never- 
mind being able to pro- 
nounce it properly. 

Last Wednesday night, the 
former Tewksbury 
Memorial High School and 
UConn star pitcher was on 
National Television showing 
offhis golden right arm. The 
27-year-old, who already 
became the first Tewksbury 
resident to appear in the 
Major Leagues, made his 
first playoff appearance 
before 48,803 screaming fans 
at Chase Field and an addi- 
tional 4.4 million fans watch- 
ing on television (it peaked 
to over five million later in 
the game), according to a 
Nielsen Report. 

Although it was a disap- 
‘pointing loss for the 
Rockies, falling 11-8 in an 
epic back-and-forth battle, 
Oberg didn't disappoint. 
“You just had a feeling that 
it was not going to be a nor- 
tal Rockies-Diamondbacks 
game and something crazy 
was’ going to happen,” said 
Oberg. “I was already men- 
tally prepared for whatever 
may happen. Having that 
game come down to the wire 
liké' that - they would take 
the lead, our guys would 
fight back to cut it to one 
and then they scored a few 
more runs to extend the lead 
again and we would fight 
back to cut it to one again: It 
was fun going back-and- 
forth like that the whole 


game.” 
Immediately the 
Diamondbacks got their 


offense going thanks to a 
three-run home run by Paul 
Goldschmidt in the bottom 
of. the first inning off 
Roekies' starter Jon Gray.

Right-hander worked his way back to

“The last time the Town 
Crier caught up with Scott 
Oberg it was the middle of 
July as this reporter took a 
trip to New York to see him 
pitch in a game against the 
Mets. At that time, the 
Rockies were 55-41, but were 
in the middle of a tough los- 
ing streak. Oberg was a key 
fixture in the team's bullpen 
appearing in his team lead- 
ing 42nd game, sporting an 
0-1 record with a 5.54 ERA. 
From that day to last 
Wednesday night, so much 
has changed for the former 
Tewksbury High School ace 

hurler. 

Those changes. include 
Oberg being sent down for a 
very brief stint at Triple-A, 
only to come back to the 
majors and find himself in a 
mop up role including not 
being inserted into ten 
straight games. Then after a 
few: solid appearances, he 
feturned as a set- -up man, 
who pitcheu phenomenal 
down the stretch including a 
2.25 ERA in September 
which included 13 strikeouts 
in 12.innings. 

‘He helped the team finish 
with its first winning season 
sinee 2010 and more impor- 
tantly helped the Rockies 
teach the post-season for the 
first time since 2009. That 
happened last Wednesday 
night in the Wild Card Game 


in a little bit in the bullpen. 
It was like 'OK, we're not 
going to be able to relax in 
the first inning’. As soon as 
that ball got hit out, guys 
starting getting up, moving 
around, stretching out and 
no one knew who it would 
be, but we knew that some- 
one would get called pretty 
soon. 

“Before the phone rang, I 
wasn't sure who it would be. 
They could try to get some 
length so it could be (Tyler) 
Anderson, it could be 
(Chris) Rusin so I wasn't 
really sure. Then my name 
got called and it was like 
‘Ooookay'. I didn't have 
time to think about anything 
- I just had to get going.” 

Gray got out of the first 
inning striking out the final 
two batters he faced. After 
retiring the first batter in 
the bottom of the second, he 
gave up a single to David 
Peralta and a triple to right 
center by Ketel Marte. 
Oberg had been warining up 
the entire bottom half of the 
inning. 

“T was a little bit more pre- 
pared in the second inning 
when I warmed up for the 
second time,” he said. “I fig- 
ured that they already had 
me get up once, and I looked 
at our line-up and knew that 
the pitcher's spot was com- 
ing up third so I knew that 
they wouldn't go for a long 
reliever at that time. Then I 
figured it would be either me 
or (Carlos) Estevez to clean 
up the second inning, and 
once I got up the second 
time, I took the educated 
guess and figured I would 
get the call (first) especially 
if Goldschmidt and JD 
Martinez get up. I had 
played out the scenario a lit- 
tle bit in my head. Then 
Marte hit the triple and I 
was in the game.” 

With Marte at third base 
and the’. Diamondbacks 


“already? ‘ahead- 4-0;° things 


could have became real ugly 
in a hurry for Oberg and the 
Rockies. 

“T tried to treat it like any 
other game from the routine 
standpoint and from the fact 
that I'm facing Paul 
Goldschmidt, who I had 
faced all year,” explained 
Oberg. “I know what I have 
done to get him out in the 
past so I can't let any of the 
other factors get in the way. 
I still have a job to do, but 
you can definitely tell there 
is something off. There's a 
little bit more heighten- 
awareness to the game. You 
feel and know that it's more 
important than a regular 
season game.” 

Oberg got ahead of 
Goldschmidt 0-2 before 


as the Rockies fell victim to 
the Arizona Diamondbacks, 
11-8, in a wild contest from 
the opening pitch to the last 
one. Oberg came in relief in 
that game, the second 
inning with a runner at third 
and his team trailing 40, 
and struck out the two most 
powerful hitters in the D- 
Backs order, Paul 
Godlschmidt, who in the 
first inning belted a three- 
run homer, and JD 
Martinez, who in the second 
half of the season crushed 31 
round-trippers. 

Six days after his third - 
and best season - ended 
with the Rockies, including 
ranking second on the team 
in total appearances with 66, 
the Town Crier caught with 
up Oberg on a phone inter- 
view to discuss a wide range 
of topics from his struggles 
in July and August, to his 
transformation of dominat- 
ing hitters with a powerful 
fastball in the final few 
weeks of the season during a 
grueling pennant race. 

He was first asked about 
his struggles and being sent 
down just a few weeks after 
that game in New York. 

“What was sorting of hap- 
pening was I wasn't able to 
locate my slider to the dirt 
and I wasn't executing it,” 
he said. “I was able to get to 
two strikes (on batters) and 
then my slider was becom- 
ing too inconsistent. It didn't 
have the normal depth that 
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Tewksbury resident Scott Oberg appeared in last Wednesday night’s MLB National League 
Wild Card Game for the Colorado Rockies against the Arizona Diamondbacks. Arizona won 
the game 11-8, and Oberg tossed .2 scoreless innings of relief, striking out both batters he 


faced. 


throwing two balls. Then on 
the fifth pitch, he blew him 
away with an elevated fast- 
ball. Martinez, who came 
over from the Tigers in a 
mid-season trade, went 
down swinging on three 
pitches. Oberg struck out 
both batters he faced in 
complete dominating fash- 
ion, throwing upwards of 98 
and 99 miles per hour with 
his heater. 

Ron Darling of TBS, said 
that Oberg should stay in for 
another inning. But that did- 
n't happen. 

“As soon as I came into the 
dugout, they said 'that's it, 
good job, you did exactly 
what we needed you to do',” 
said Oberg. 

After those two punchouts, 
the game shifted into what 
Black called 'a heavyweight 
fight', but before that hap- 
pened, Oberg knew that he 
did his job by not allowing 
Marte to score or for the 
floodgates to open. 

“At the time I knew that I 
did a really good job,” he 
said knowing that his night 
was done. “I came into the 
game and I struck out their 
two most potent right-hand- 
ed hitters with a guy on 
third base and we were 
already down 4-0. Anytime 
that you can come in and 
stop the bleeding just a little 
bit is going to eventually 
help. You just have no idea 
what is eventually going to 
transpire in a game like 


it did earlier in the season. 
When I would end up throw- 
ing it, it would end up get- 
ting hit. It wouldn't com- 
pletely get to the dirt and it 
would stay up enough where 
guys could get good swings 
on it, get the bat on it and 
more times than not, I was 
getting hurt on that pitch. 

“IT was pulled (into the 
manager’s office) and they 
told me that they were going 
to send me down to Triple-A. 
They said that they wanted 
me to take a step back, basi- 
cally (Manager Bud Black 
said) ‘we want you to go 
down there and throw in 
non-pressure situations and 
go down and work on that 
pitch’. (He said) ‘we are just 
going to let you breathe a lit- 
tle bit, let you throw this 
pitch at the Triple-A level 
with no pressure on you’. 

“I went down there and 
pitched in three games. I 
came back up and I think it 
was in my second outing I 
ended up running into the 
same problem, the slider 
doesn't get to the dirt, I 
ended up giving up some 
hits and runs. But the differ- 
ence in that particular out- 
ing was that I felt better 
about my thought process 
versus where I was prior to 
being sent down where I felt 
like I was putting extra pres- 
sure on myself. In that par- 
ticular game, I still felt com- 
fortable and I wanted the 
slider to get to the dirt. It

that. It was like all of the 
pitchers who gave up runs 
said when the game was 
over that 'Oh I was the rea- 
son why we lost today', and 
it was like 'no, it was a full 
team effort and that's why 
we lost’. 

“You just don't ever know 
in games like that, what's 
going to happen. It was real- 
ly cool to see our guys crawl 
and fight back in that game 
and not be like "hey we're 
happy that we are here and 
we're not going to put up a 
fight’. It could have gone 
that way when ' the 
Diamondbacks were up 6-0 
in the third inning. We could 
have just quit but our guys 
fought back and made ‘it 6-4 
and 6-5 and it was like 'hey 
we have a ballgame here'.” 

The Diamondbacks extend- 
ed their lead to 6-0 after for- 
mer Rockie Daniel Descalso 
popped a two-run homer. 
The Rockies then stormed 
back to score four runs in 
the top of the fourth to 
knock ace starting pitcher 
Zack Greinke out of the 
game. Colorado added a run 
in the top of the seventh cut- 
ting the deficit to 6-5. In the 
bottom of the seventh, D- 
Backs relief pitcher Archie 
Bradley was sent to the 
plate instead of a pinch-hit- 
ter and with two strikes he 
sent a low outside slider to 
the right center gap for a 
two-run triple making it 8-5. 

The Rockies came right 


just didn't happen so I was 
like 'OK, I'm just going to 
keep working on it' and I 
wasn't going to put anymore 
pressure on myself.” 

Oberg made two appear- 
ances against Milwaukee on 
August 19th and 20th, includ- 
ing giving up two runs (one 
earned) on the second game. 
After that he didn't pitch 
again until August 30th. 

“T ended up not pitching for 
the next ten games,” he said. 
“After the third day of not 
throwing, I started to see the 
writing on the wall a little 
bit. Then I said to myself, 
‘OK, I'm probably not going 
to be sent down again, but 
I'll be here through 
September (when rosters 
expand to 40). I just don't 
know if I'm going to get an 
opportunity because I don't 
know when that blowout 
game is going to happen’. So 
I figured that I would get up 
on the mound everyday, I'll 
stay sharp and at the same 
time I'll continue to work on 
this (slider). It's not like I 
was able to go down to the 
minor leagues for three 
games and completely fig- 
ure it out. ; 

“In that time that I wasn't 
pitching, I got up on the 
mound, four, five or maybe 
even six times, just side ses- 
sions before each game and 
I was able to figure out what 
it felt like again to throw my 
slider and throw it to where 
I wanted to get it to. (I had 


back as Nolan Arenado and 
Trevor Story belted back-to- 
back homeruns in the top of 
the eight to make it 8-7. But 
Arizona countered with two 
more runs in the bottom of 
the eighth as AJ Pollock 
delivered his team's fourth 
triple of the night to score 
Martinez and Jake Lamb, 
before Pollock scored on a 
bunt by catcher Jeff Mathis 
making it 11-7.

“And, man, it started early. 
It started in the first inning 
of how we're going to navi- 
gate our way through the 
rest of that game once we 
took Jon (Gray) out. That's 
both the pitching side and 
the bench side.

While he worked out the 
physical aspect getting the 
pitch back to where he could 
use it effectively, Oberg had 
to work things out mentally. 

“T just told myself that if 
you get another opportunity, 
just let it rip, have fun, don't 
worry about anything and 
just show them what you 
can do,” he said. “That hap- 
pened against the Tigers (on 
August 30th). I threw well in 
that game. Then the next 
outing I threw well again, it 
was two innings against the 
Diamondbacks. Then it just 
snowballed from there and 
before I knew it, I was back 
throwing in the seventh and 
eighth innings with (us) 
having a one-run lead. Prior 
to two weeks ago, they had 
no interest putting me into 
anything except a blow out 
game.” 

While Oberg's slider was 
coming back, he was also 
starting to throw a lot hard- 
er. His fastball which was 
usually clocked at 96-97, was 
starting to hit 97-98 and 99 
miles per hour. And when he 
got ahead of hitters, Oberg 
would elevate his fastball to 
get punch outs. 

“I was experimenting with

Oberg obviously doesn't 
know what the future holds 
for any of his free agent 
teammates, but he's looking 
forward to helping the 
Rockies to contend ance 
again in 2018.

Offense puts up 46 points 
Rams dominate Whittier Tech to 
climb into first place in the CAC

BILLERICA -- A week 
after claiming a dramatic 
come-from-behind double 
Overtime 36-30 win over 
Northeast Metro Tech, the 
Shawsheen Tech Football 
team returned home to face 
another Commonwealth 
Athletic Conference oppo- 
nent, Whittier Tech. 

‘On the strength of a pair 
of. first half TDs from sen- 
ior’ co-captain Sam Baker 
and a trio of third quarter 
rushing scores from his 
supporting cast, the Rams 
took! firm’ control over the 
Wildcats, ultimately coast- 
ing: to a 46-8 rout of their 
rival, 

‘With the decisive mid-sea- 
son win, Shawsheen has 
how reeled off three 
straight and improved to 3-2 
overall, 2-0 in the league. 
Whittier, meanwhile, fell to 
3-2 (CAC 0-1), suffering its 
first defeat since dropping 
their season-opener to non- 
league opponent Weston. 
“We ran into a _ good 
Shawsheen team that 
played very hard and made 

$*'pay tonight,” said 

Whittier Tech Coach Kevin 
Bradley. “This builds char- 
acter. We’re going to see 
hdw we rebound next week. 
We have to look at the films, 
correct our mistakes, and 
take our frustration out on 
somebody else.” 

Under an October harvest 
full’ moon at Cassidy Field, 
Shawsheen deferred the 
opening possession but 
quickly forced a three-and- 
out and reclaimed the ball. 
From there, the Rams 
administered steady rush- 
ing-doses of Baker and his 
sidekick, Shawn Powderly. 
Each contributed equally to 
a 9-play, 75-yard scoring 
drive, with Baker polishing 
it off from the 17. 

“Honestly, I just want to 
thank my teammates,” said 

Saker, who amassed 91- 
yards on 10 carries. 
“Without their blocking, I 
can’t do what I do. They 
want, me to hit the outside 
quickly but I prefer to wait 
for my blockers to get there 
and. open the holes.” 

Trailing 7-0 into the sec- 
ond. quarter, Whittier exe- 
cuted an innovative offen- 
sive formation by lining all 
personnel, including 
receivers and tight ends, to 
assemble a blockade of 
sorts for the ball carrier. 
The; game announcer 
termed the technique as a 
“snowplow.” While unusual, 
the, strategy was effective 
and yielded results as the 
Wildcats marched down- 
field, eventually gaining the 
red» zone. But Shawsheen 
linebacker Anthony 
Medeiros had seen enough 
and: on a 4th-and-2, hunted 
down tailback Shaun Mears 
in>the backfield for a loss, 
reclaiming possession on 
downs. 

‘To ‘the chagrin of the 
Shawsheen coaching staff, 
an’ “83-yard TD romp by 
Baker on the first snap of 
the next series was negated 
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Eldaly, 


on a blocking infraction. 
Several plays later, however, 
the dynamic Baker was 
again off to the races, this 
time hauling in a Cody 
Sughrue toss for a 57-yard 
TD and a 13-0 Shawsheen 


advantage. 
With the potent one-two 
punch of Baker’ and 


Powderly (16 carries, 75- 
yards) churning up ample 
rushing yardage, 
Tewksbury’s Sughrue 
wasn’t asked to throw often 
but when he did get the call, 
the senior QB was devastat- 
ing. 

In addition to the long toss 
to Baker, Sughrue found 
Brendan Studley for a 36- 
yarder to make it 20-0 with 
1:25 remaining in the half. 
The Whittier secondary 
blew the coverage on this 
particular play and Studley 
was left standing alone at 
the 5-yard-line, literally 
waiting for the ball. He col- 
lected Sughrue’s pinpoint 
throw, turned, and jogged 
into the end zone. 

“He’s a patient quarter- 
back and when we asked 
him to complete passes, he 
delivered,” said Shawsheen 
Tech Coach Al Costabile of 
Sughrue, who was an effi- 
cient 4-5 for 132-yards. “He 
showed great gamesman- 
ship and ran the offense 
flawlessly.” 

Shawsheen added insur- 
ance on a Powderly 4- 
yarder midway through the 
third quarter and made the 
lead insurmountable, at 32- 
0, on Omar Eldaly’s 19- 
yarder minutes later. 
of Wilmington, 
added the score on a single 
play after Matt Cook recov- 
ered a fumble and ran it 
into the red zone. 

Cook, also of Wilmington, 
rounded out the third quar- 
ter scoring deluge with a 1- 
yard plunge to make it 38-0. 

“Last week, we had to 
fight our way out of a 14- 
nothing hole,” said 
Costabile. “We didn’t want 
to create that same situa- 
tion against a good Whittier 
team. To get off to a fast 
start tonight was key. It was 
nice to establish an early 
lead and score on that first 
possession after halftime.” 

If asked to name one 
ingredient that will typical- 
ly lead to defeat, most foot- 
ball coaches would agree 
that turnovers are the bane 
of their existence. Whittier, 
in this instance, was no 
exception. Senior QB Kevin 
Bradley (8-13-1 for 62- 
yards) had a tough outing, 
suffering a trio of give- 
aways, including a pick-off 
by Sughrue in his defensive 
role, and a pair of fumbles 
recovered by Chris Lucas 
and later, Cook. 

Facing Shawsheen 
reserves, Whittier managed 
to sidestep a shutout with a 
late score. Starting on their 
own 42, the Wildcats put 
together a grueling 11-play 
drive, capped with a 
Bradley to Mark Iamele 
slant from the 13. Thomas 
O’Mahony added a success- 
ful two-point rush. 

The Rams wrapped up the 
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scoring in the waning 
moments with a 2-yard TD 
rush from Shane Stairs, fol- 
lowed by a two-point con- 
version. 

Speaking of PATs, 
Shawsheen encountered a 
few struggles in that 
department. Coming off a 
46-8 rout, it’s tough to find 
negatives but the Rams 
missed on 3-of-5 Powderly 
point-after tries, as well as 
a failed two-point try follow- 
ing Cook’s score. It is cer- 
tainly something the club 
should shore up prior to the 
playoffs where a game 
could be decided between 
the uprights. 

Next on the docket for 
Shawsheen is a visit by the 
Greater Lawrence Reggies 
(3-2 overall, CAC 1-0) next 
Saturday afternoon at 5p.m. 
The contest holds obvious 
playoff implications.

Sadie ‘suffers from Acute 
Cutaneous Nerve 
Entrapments. 

All funds raised from 
Sunday' s event will be 
donated to the “Boston 


Children's Hospital Pain 
Clinic’. 

“We found the BCH Pain 
Clinic after many years of 
Sadie ‘being misdiagnosed,” 
said Doherty. “They saved 
her and brought our daugh- 
ter back to a normal child- 
hood.” 

Doherty ran this past 
year's Boston Marathon in 
honor of Sadie and for the 
same. cause. 

“Sadie Rose suffers from 
Eosinophilic Esophagitis, 
Eosinophilic Colitis, and 
Acute Cutaneous Nerve 
Entrapments,” he explained. 
“Only after a procedure 
where Sadie was placed 
under® anesthesia that her 
body-was still responding to 
pain-that a doctor from 
Children’s Hospital directed 
us to the Pain Clinic at 
Boston Children’s Hospital. 

“At this time we were dev- 
astated that not only do we 
not know why she is suffer- 
ing from pain but the proce- 
dure has caused a 
hematoma in her colon and 
tears in her esophagus. This 
causes yet another stay in 
the hospital. 

“Sadie Rose missed almost 
all of ‘sixth grade and missed 
quite a bit of the eighth 


- grade due to her condition. 


We have had months were 


~-we couldn’t touch her. No 


hugs, no caressing her, she 
could not laugh, cough or 
sneeze as the nerve pain was 
so great. Sadie explained it 
as -being ‘paralyzed with 
pain", -These simple normal 
everyday things would turn 
into tears as the movement 
disrupted the nerves and put 
her back in to severe pain. 
“Finding the Pain Clinic 
was a true blessing. They 
started with nerve blocks, 
then; surgery to cut the 
nerves in her abdomen. At 
the time Sadie was only the 
seventh person to receive 
this type of surgery and yes 
it ‘worked. However cutting 
all the nerves is not an 
éption’ As the nerve pain 
moved to her head leaving 
her’ with pain, deafness in 
Ker'left ear and numbness to 


the left side of her face. 

“The nerve pain didn’t stop 
there it went to her legs and 
returned to her abdomen. 
Sadie was put on the top of 
the list for Lidocaine 
Infusion treatments. This 
would be new treatment 
offered at Boston Children’s 
Hospital and the doctors had 
been pushing for this treat- 
ment at the hospital for the 
last five years. Sadie had 
been on the waiting list for 
two years and the wait list 
was very long due to many 
children waiting in pain for 
this treatment. 

“Sadie’s Doctors at the 
Pain Clinic were relentless 
and were able to get this 
procedure approved. Sadie 
has had six infusions in the 
last year and the results 
were almost immediate. For 
the first time in many years 
her pain level dropped below 
a five. We are so thankful.” 

Since them Doherty has 
been on a mission to help the 
Clinic, which helped save his 
daughter’s life. 

“The Pain Clinic is so 
underfunded that it has been 
allotted time for only two 
patients per week to receive 
this treatment,” he said. 
“The goal is for a patient to 
receive several treatments 
in a row to help eliminate 
the pain before it builds 
back up. 

“I set out to help them in 
any way possible. I have set 
a lifetime goal to raise one 
million dollars for Boston 
Children's Hospital Pain 
Clinic. One hundred percent 
of the funds raised (with 
Sunday's event) will go 
directly to the Boston 
Children’s Hospital Pain 
Clinic.” 

Doherty added that Sadie 
wanted to participate on 
Sunday but will not be able 
to. 

“Sadie stays ahead of her 
nerve pain with a lot of med- 
ication,” he said. “So much 
now that she has her liver 
checked quarterly to make 
sure the toxic levels of the 
medication don’t get too 
high. Sadie planned on -run- 
ning her 5K until a knee and 
hip injury has her sidelined 
further notice. Hopefully she 
will be ready to go for anoth- 
er season of track. 

“She ran as a freshman for 
the winter and spring track 
teams at TMHS (and then 
has been) sidelined both 
seasons with knee injuries. 
If there is one thing we have 
learned from Sadie is that 
she always moves forward 
and looks ahead for better 
days. An attitude I wish all 
of would have. It would make 
the world a better place.”
